NCAA reaches settlement in concussion suit

The NCAA would embrace a new protocol to 
handle athlete concussions and spend millions 
of dollars to monitor former players as long as 
those athletes are barred from filing class-ac- 
tion claims in the future, under a proposed set- 
tlement announced in federal court Tuesday 

Described as a “commitment to student- 
athlete safety” the $75 million deal would also 
protect the NCAA from the type of costly 
settlement the NFL is currently negotiating 
with its retired players. And while former col- 
lege athletes still could file individual personal 
injury suits against the organization, those 
claims don’t typically carry the same power as 
class-action lawsuits. 

“It was a trade-off,” plaintiff’s attorney 
Steve Berman said. “We thought it was in the 
best interest of the {group}.” 

U.S. District Judge John Z. Lee raised ques- 
tions about the prohibition against the per- 
sonal injury class-action when reviewing the 
proposed settlement Tuesday and asked both 
sides for information before he issues a ruling. 

The settlement would end litigation that be- 
gan when a dozen college athletes— including 
former Eastern Illinois University defensive 
back Adrian Arrington— accused the NCAA 


of putting their health at risk by leaving con- 
cussion policies up to individual schools. The 
NCAA admits no wrongdoing in court docu- 
ments filed, as it agreed to make small pay- 
ments to the athletes involved in the litigation. 

Arrington and three other former ath- 
letes each would be paid $5,000 for being 
deposed as part of the lawsuit, while eight 
others would receive $2,500 for being named 
plaintiffs. The players’ lawyers would receive 
$15 million and up to $750,000 for expenses. 

The NCAA also would contribute $5 mil- 
lion toward concussion-related research. 

Critics described the deal as “worthless” 
and contended it does little more than offer 
additional diagnostic testing to former college 
athletes. It does not provide any medical treat- 
ment or financial assistance if the tests deem 
them to have concussion-related problems. 

“It’s going to benefit no one here in any 
real way except for the NCAA and the plain- 
tiff’s lawyers,” said attorney Jay Edelson, who 
represents former Pittsburgh player Frank 
Moore and former San Diego State player 
Andy Nichols. 

Neither player is named in the lawsuit that 
prompted the proposed settlement. 

Under that proposal, the new fund would 


allow any athlete who played NCAA sports to 
get a free evaluation of possible concussion- 
related symptoms. The program would be 
available for the next 50 years to athletes re- 
gardless of when they played, what sport they 
played or how long they played. 

About 700,000 eligible participants played 
college football, according to court documents. 
About 2 million former athletes were not in- 
volved in contact sports, though they still can 
receive testing for any head injuries they may 
have suffered during their collegiate careers. 

The protocol would require the ex-players 
first to fill out a survey to see if they qualify 
for the evaluation. The evaluation results 
would be forwarded to their doctors, but the 
NCAA would not provide any recommended 
treatments. Instead, athletes would have to 
sue the organization or individual universities 
if they believed them responsible for their 
concussion-related problems. 

Arrington, who contends he suffered five 
concussions during his college career, says the 
repeated trauma has caused him memory loss, 
migraine headaches, depression and seizures. 
He plans to file a personal injury claim against 
the NCAA, his attorney Joseph Siprut said. 

Under the agreement, NCAA schools also 


would have to follow certain procedures when 
their players suffer head trauma. Athletes, for 
example, would not be allowed to return to 
action the same day they receive a concussion. 

All players, coaches and trainers would 
receive concussion education. And doctors 
trained in concussion diagnosis would have to 
be present for all contact sports games. 

The proposed settlement describes these 
guidelines as “significant changes to and 
enforcement of the NCAA’s concussion- 
management policies,” but many programs 
already have adopted these practices. The 
Big Ten conference, for example, instituted a 
nearly identical plan in 2010. 

“It was the safest and broadest plan we 
could enact,” Big Ten commissioner Jim Dela- 
ny said. “It makes for a healthier game— and 
that is what everyone wants.” 

Ohio State football coach Urban Meyer 
said the proposed settlement would not re- 
quire any changes to how his program re- 
sponds to concussions. 

“We evaluate every concussion we have and 
why,” he said. “That’s where I adapt. Practices 
are much different now than they were three 
years ago for us. ... We’re already following 
what’s been proposed.”

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Report: Crimes decrease on CTA

common crimes reported on the system. 

The announcement comes just days after 
Chicago police announced charges in the 
July 16 armed robbery of several riders on an 
Orange Line train headed downtown. 

The CTA credited expanded police pa- 
trols, undercover operations targeting pick- 
pocketers and 23,000 -plus security cameras 
across the CTA for the decrease. 

“There are a number of factors that can af- 
fect crime levels, but regardless of how you 
look at the numbers, it’s clear that progress 
is being made,” CTA President Forrest Clay- 
pool said in a release. 

Still, fewer people are riding the CTA than 
last year. CTA ridership is down 3.4 percent 
systemwide January through April compared

Critics agree: Jake Arrieta’s a Cubs rising star

Jake Arrieta is proving to be an ace in more 

ways than one for his Cubs teammates. 

On the field, the right-handed pitcher has 
been one of the few bright spots in a depleted 
rotation. Off the field, he’s the team’s go-to 
source for restaurant recommendations. 

“{My wife and 1 } tend to be pretty critical 
of food— not in a bad way,” he said. “I like to 
tell {the team] about the restaurants I’ve dis- 
covered here, pass them along to them so they 
can experience them, take their families out 
for a nice meal.” 

The laid-back 28 -year-old, who doesn’t men- 
tion that he pitches for the Cubs in his Twitter 
bio, said the key to a good meal isn’t necessarily 
the food itself, though that certainly helps. 

“What I like to do is tell the server, ‘Hey, 
we like to socialize the entire meal, so bring 
small plates every 10-15 minutes and we don’t 
care what you bring, just keep the food com- 
ing,’ ” he said. “I feel like that’s the best way to 
enjoy a meal, especially when you plan on tell- 
ing stories and socializing throughout dinner. 
Avec and Nico [Osteria] are two places that 
allow you to have meals like that.” 

If his restaurant recommendations are as on 
point as his pitching, his teammates would be 
wise to heed his advice. In his first full season 
with the Cubs, Arrieta has established himself 
as their most dominant starting pitcher. 

In 15 starts, Arrieta has compiled a 5-2 re- 
cord with a sparkling 2.18 ERA and 99 strike-

And to hear Arrieta 
tell it, he wouldn’t be surprised if he put to- 
gether a few more no-hit bids this season. 

“The only thought process I have when 
I’m on the mound is executing each pitch as 
its own individual game, winning that pitch 
and winning the next pitch,” he said. “If I’m 
able to execute 90 out of 100 pitches, I feel 
like I’ll be able to be in situations like that, 
I wouldn’t say on a regular basis, but I don’t

think it would surprise me at all if I’m able to 
do something like that a few times a year.” 

It’s a far cry from where he was when he 
came to Chicago in July 2013 after a trade 
with Baltimore. At the time of the deal, 
his numbers for the Orioles were horrific 
(1-2, 7.23 ERA). 

Since arriving at the Friendly Confines, 
it’s been a different story Arrieta has gone 
9-4 as a Cub with a 2.71 ERA, firmly establish- 
ing himself not only as the ace of this season’s 
rotation but as a franchise cornerstone. So 
what’s been the key to his turnaround? 

“Just really {being} able to clear my mind 
mentally and take charge of the things I’ve 
needed to focus on the most, really get better 
in those areas, refine certain things,” he said. ‘At 
the end of the day it’s about knowing what I’m 
capable of doing and letting it out on the field.” 

With age comes maturity, after all. 

“For me, it’s taken some time to really 
understand which aspects of my game are 
most vitally important,” he said. ‘A lot of it is 
through trial and error, a lot of it is through 
your failures that you have at this level. It’s 
been a long, difficult process, but it’s reward- 
ing when you start to reap the benefits.” 

Despite all the expectations, Arrieta said 
he’s not feeling any extra pressure. 

“No, not at all,” he said. “It’s a position I’ve 
been in, in the past, and I kind of relish that 
opportunity just that state of being a guy that 
your teammates can come to, younger pitchers 
can come to for a little advice.”

The first full-length is done now, correct? 

Yeah, we recorded in Melbourne just before we 
went overseas in April, and I’m trying to get it 
finished up and ready to release maybe later in 
the year or early next year. It feels like the next 
step for me. The songs and ideas are from the 
same place, but the sound is a bit more realized 
because we’ve spent so long touring and the 
one band recorded all the songs. With the 
12 songs on the first two EPs, I got whoever was 


around to play whatever they could play. I think 
there were around 30 musicians who appeared 
on those songs. 

From listening to “Avant Gardener” [a song 
where the narrator attempts gardening and 
ends up suffering a panic attack], l*m guess- 
ing the answer is no, but do you have much 
of a green thumb? 

[Laughs.] Yeah, I do actually. That was just a 
bad day. I had [an elaborate garden] at home, 
but we had a really hot summer and I went 
away a few months, so I let it die for a bit. I’m 
going to redo it all eventually. 

Is being known as a witty songwriter a dou- 
ble-edged sword? Do you feel any pressure 
to be witty in interviews? 

No. [Laughs.] That’s a funny question because 
I think I’m really [bleeping] boring. You know 
how there’s people who are really funny at par- 
ties and have a crowd of people around them 
that laugh at all their jokes? I’m not that person. 
I’m a quiet, shy person who doesn’t want to talk 
to anyone. There’s the answer to your question. 

Did that make it difficult to stand in front of 
people and perform these songs? 

Yeah, that was a long process. I guess I started 
singing my own songs when I was 18 and was 
always super-shy and really nervous. Since 
then. I’ve been playing and touring ... and gain- 
ing confidence and finding my own thing. 

You mentioned you read a lot growing up. 
What authors left a mark on you? 

A big one when I was a kid was Roald Dahl. I 
liked that weird, slightly surreal thing, and I 
just love that all of his children’s stories are so 
[bleeped] up. They’re really nasty and quite 
violent, and I find it really funny [that] he writes 
these crazy stories empowering kids against 
their evil parents. 

You’ve also talked about being a huge fan of 
biographies. Do you have a recent favorite? 
Why do you think you’re so drawn toward 
them? 

You know [Australian musician] Paul Kelly? He’s 
got a great biography I read earlier this year. It’s 
a really honest look into his life. It’s interesting 
to hear about people’s lives and what they do 
and what they go through. Everyone is doing 
the same thing, which is trying to get through 
life in whatever way they can, and it’s interest- 
ing to hear how everyone faces it and how ev- 
eryone interprets the challenge differently. 

You’ve talked about writing 10 bad songs 
for every good one. What’s the last bad song 
you wrote? 

There are a lot. You have to write bad songs to 
get to the good ones, I reckon. 

How do you know when you’ve hit on a 
good one? 

Sometimes it takes a while to accept [a song 
is] OK. You sing it a lot around the house, and it 
just keeps creeping back. When I don’t cringe 
at my own lyrics, I know I’m happy with them.

Returning from a vacation on either of the 
coasts or Mexico tends to result in a sad 
realization: Excellent seafood tacos are hard 
to come by in Chicago. 

Some taquerias might have a fresh tortilla, 
superior slaw or a bright lime-infused cream 
sauce, but so many of them fail by offering 
insubstantial fillings of flavorless tilapia or 
once-frozen-and-then-fried shrimp bearing 
limp crusts sogged down by their toppings. 

For this reason, I am happy to introduce 
you to the shrimp taco from La Lagartija 
(Spanish for “little lizard”) taqueria in the 
West Loop ($3.50). Lagartija, owned by 
husband and wife Luis Perea and Laura 
Cid-Perea, is a sister restaurant to Bombon 
Bakery in Pilsen and the Bombon Cafes 
in Little Village and the West Loop. The 
Bombon locations were built on stellar fresh- 
baked special occasion cakes. If you’ve ever 


had Cid-Perea’s superb, silky tres leches cake, 
it will probably come as no surprise that she 
and her husband also purvey some of the 
better tacos around. 

Lagartija’s plump shrimp are breaded with 
an airy Negra Modelo beer-splashed tempura 
batter that provides a satisfying shatter 
with every bite. The shrimp are topped 
with a lip-tingling habanero ketchup and a 
cooling, salty mayo blended with caper, olive 
and onion, and a nest of crisp lettuce and 
crunchy radish. The whole thing is swaddled 
in a hot hand-formed and griddled-to-order 
corn tortilla. Close your eyes, take a bite and 
you’re suddenly whisked away to a beach- 
side beer-commercial ideal, whiling away the 
afternoon in an Adirondack chair.

Cosmic encounter 



Playwright Kate Sprouse 
aims to spark difficult 
conversations with 
‘Half Price Cosmos’ 

By Julia Borcherts i for redeye 
Like many freelance writers, Kate Sprouse 
often works in coffee shops. And like most 
Americans, she was horrified when she heard 
the news about the Boston Marathon bomb- 
ing— and disturbed when she began overhear- 
ing random coffee 
shop conversations 
that directed anger 
at entire groups of 
people based on a few 
individuals’ actions. 

The experience led 
the 35-year-old Chica- 
goan— who’s worked 
as a bartender, teacher, nonprofit teen-em- 
powerment advocate, ad agency copywriter 
and memoir ghostwriter in Brooklyn and Chi- 
cago — to explore her discomfort in a play The 
result, “Half Price Cosmos,” is a drama set in a 
bar— and leavened with some humor— about 
a diverse group of strangers’ reactions to a ter- 
rorist bombing. 

But how does a novice playwright go about 
producing her work professionally? Sprouse 
had been active in theater in high school and 
college but had not yet worked on a Chicago 
stage. So she enlisted production company 
Bread & Roses Productions and co-founding 
partner Lauren Girard Forster hooked her 
up with director Antoine McKay whom you 
may recognize as a former Second City main- 
stage cast member and current recurring cast 
member on Comedy Central’s “Review” with 
Forrest MacNeil. She then crowdfunded and 
invested her own earnings to finance facilities, 
equipment and salaries. 

We called Sprouse during tech rehearsals to 
find out more about the play its production and 
whether the “Cosmos” in the title refers to the 
universe or the “Sex and the City” cocktails. 

Where the title originated: “I was maybe two 
days into writing and I met one of my friends 
out for a glass of wine. And they had a sign ... 
it said ‘half-price sake’ that night. And I just 
thought, half-price is such a ‘bar’ thing and 
{the play] takes place in a bar. And then later, 

I was reading that night in bed, something

about the cosmos and how our understand- 
ing of it is so limited— it’s logical chaos and 
we can’t understand the way that things 
work, just a small segment of things. And I 
was a bartender for a long time, and I hated 
making cosmopolitans. And it just all came 
together.” 

But the title has caused confusion: “My 

mother’s friends [were] like, ‘Oh it’s ladies 
with their martinis! It’s the martini play! 
We’re going to come see it!’ ... I’m like, ‘Oh, 
my God, her church group is going to not 
know what hit them {laughs} because it’s not 
about the pink drink.’ ” 

On working with director Antoine McKay: 

“On our first interview, we sat in this coffee 
shop and talked for two-and-a-half hours just 
about where he grew up, where I grew up, 
where we’ve felt victims of prejudice. And 
I’m a white chick with blond hair— I haven’t 
experienced a whole lot of that. It really 
took me to be a teacher and ... when we’d 
go on field trips ... the way we got eyeballed 


and the way I would see people react on the 
street was appalling. And to sit with Antoine 
and share these stories and be able to openly 
talk about and joke at each other and be like, 
‘From the “peach” world, this is what I see;’ 
and he’s, ‘From the “brown” world, here’s 
what I see’— I think we’ve been able to foster 
that feeling of openness and conversation 
that we have at rehearsals about the real top- 
ics of the play because he and I are in a good 
place and can talk about that stuff” 

How living in New York gave her the courage 
to identify as a playwright: “There’s a differ- 
ent mentality there. Abu hang out at a party 
and people are doing the strangest things and 
nothing is outlandish. Like, ‘Oh, yeah, I’m 
sculpting with marshmallows.’ And people are 
like, ‘That’s really awesome. Good for you.’ 
And I think it was really great to live in that 
environment for a little while. The difference 
about Chicago and New York, though, is that 
in New York, good luck and God bless you if 
you actually want to try to get it to fruition. 
Whereas in Chicago, there’s been a lot of 
challenges ... but the community is so warm, 
especially in the smaller communities outside 
of the big theaters— people just wanting to 
support you, like, ‘This is a good story We 
want to help you get it to the stage.’ ”
